To Discuss “Base” and 
“Surplus” Next Mon­ 
day 
in Chicago 


To further discuss the base and 
surplus plan for the m arketing of 
milk, the Pure Milk association has 
sent out a call for a m ass m eeting 
to be held at the Auditorium hotel, 
Chicago, 
Monday, 
March 23, at 
which one representative from each 
each of the 167 local organizations 
in the Chicago milk shed will be in 
attendance. 
During the past week, 
each of these local groups through­ 
out the shed have had m eetings to 
discuss plans for working out this 
problem and to .select a delegate to 
carry its plans to the Chicago con- 
ierence. 
The dairy industry has been th * 
mort aggressive of all the agri­ 
cultural industries in the movement 
to control production, by its adopt­ 
ing a “oase” and “surplus” plan. 
This is in accordance with tlie-KecP 
oral Farm board’s 
admonition to 
the American agriculturalist that 
he must control production, that he 
must conduct his industry like any 
other American industry, and that 
he must not flood his market with 
agricultural 
products that cannot 
be sold or for which there is no de­ 
mand. 
The “base” and “surplus” plan 
enables each dairy farm er to set 
his own goal so that he will then 
receive the top price on the milk he 
produces within the lim its he has 
established 
The association then 
bargains for the milk, known as 
“besic” milk, which 
the farmer 
has agreed to supply daily through­ 
out the year. 
I ii Baltimore, Mary­ 
land, this plan has been in success­ 
ful operation for more than seven­ 
teen years and has been found very 
effective in bringing the largest 
financial 
returns 
to 
the 
dairy 
farmer.

slaves who were kept in small huts 
and were bought and sold just like 
mules or horses.

“We no longer try to make the 
children over into the pattern of 
ourselves, but we try to develop 
their own individualities. Our boys 
and girls are passing into a new 
era,” said Miss 
Van 
Karen of 
uCitiId Life” magazine before the 
Arlington Heights P. T. A., last 
week, in discussing 
reading for 
children. Her talk was very dear 
and helpful. 
“First they wrote what they 
thought children ought; 
to read; 
then what it was thought children 
would like to read; then they found 
out that children do things and are 
interested in much 
the sort of 
things that adults are. 
Children 
have the ability to think—and this 
should oe encouraged.” 
Children coddled and relieved of 
having to solve their 
own prob­ 
lems grow up mentally flabby and 
undeveloped, she 
said. 
Children 
noticed and remarked about in their 
p resence often imagine they are 
being made fun of, and grow sec­ 
retive and morbid. They are high­ 
ly imaginative, and their imagina­ 
tions. good or had, are fed by what 
they see, hear and 
read. 
Good 
reading helps to make an imagin­ 
ative child less solitary, less se­ 
cretive, and more broad minded. 
This invagination should be en­ 
couraged and run into good chan­ 
nels, since imagination base 
the 
advances the human race or indi­ 
viduals make. 
Imagination i.% nec­ 
essary to mental growth and free­ 
dom. 
Good reading helps 
to unfold 
high ideals in pupils. Children just 
live in their books for the time be­ 
ing. 
Reading can 
be overdone, 
Miss Van Kuren said, out few’ err 
this way—most underdo it. 
Success in school work depends 
w ry largely on the ability to read.

State Gives Counsel 
On Real Estate Bonds, 
Mortgages; Urges Care 


“ One of the greatest disappoint­ 
ments to conservative investors 
during recent years has been first 
moitages and first mortgage bonds*. 
The reasons are 
varied but the 
principal underlying 
reason was 
cupidity on the part of financial in­ 
terests who were receiving large 
commissions for their sale,” states 
the March bulletin from the Secur­ 
ities department of the State of 
Illinois, of w hich David H. Jackson 
is head, under 
Wm. J. Stratton, 
secretary of state. 
“'Tile reputation that first mort­ 
gage?; have always enjoyed in Illi­ 
nois in the past, because formerly 
they were made on a conservative 
basis, made them easy to sell. Bond 
houses and originating oanks who 
brought out the issues taking ad­ 
vantage of this great market, found 
ready customers. 
“At the present time, partly be­ 
cause of the 
general 
depression, 
partly because of an overbuilt con­ 
dition and partly because a propor­ 
tion of the mortgages were un­ 
sound. the mortgage bond market 
and real estate 
market are very 
'bad and many mortgages are in de­ 
fault. 
Bonds and real estate are 
low in price and in case of fore­ 
closure tile property would in a few 
cases be sold for the amount of the 
bond issue. 
“If mortgages and bond issues 
are foreclosed not only will it be 
impossible to sell the property for 
a fail' price, but. 
there 
will be 
enormous receivers fees, lawyers 
fees, and other large expenses. The 
property will frequently be waste- 
tul!y managed, so if possible the 
situation should bo handled when 
possible without foreclosures. 
“Bond holders, before depositing 
bonds or grin ^ into any reorgani­ 
zation, should investigate carefully 
to determine whether their securi­ 
ty is going to be dissipated by big 
charges. 
If possible, .seek 
some 
method that will avoid foreclos- 
uies. Lawsuits seldom make money 
lor litigants. 
“Keep in mind one thing. 
The 
owner of th*- equity of mortgaged 
properties will be tile last to get 
any money out of a reorganization. 
He had bettor let someone share 
that money than to suffer foreclos­ 
ure, for in all probability a receiv­ 
ership will leave him nothing. 
If 
some one with ability can be found 
who is willing to try and work out 
the mess that they are in, the own­ 
er and the bond holders should join 
together and work the preposition 
out even if it takes three or four 
years. 
Of course the party doing 
it will have to ne given a share but 
the bond holders should be given 
th** first chance.
